Effective last Monday rural 
residents of Coffee County 
went under a new system of 
solid waste disposal (garbage 
pick-up). Now the collection is 
door-to-door with all residents 
required to either pay for the 
pick-up or get approval from 


the health department for 
alternate disposal methods. 
Only two alternate methods 
are authorized at present. 
Residents can either get a 
permit for burying their own 
garbage or one allowing them 
to transport it to the county 


landfill, 

The cost to residents will be 
$4.50 for the door-to-door 
pick-up with a $6.50 rate for 
businesses. If the garbage is 
taken to the landfill, a $.50 
charge will be assessed.

New Jail Ordered For East Coffee 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion has been given 90 days to 
come up with a plan for 
building a jail in Enterprise. 
The court order mandating this 
action was issued by Circuit 
Judge Walter E. Gamble in the 


case of B. Z. Reynolds, et al. 
vs. Coffee County Commission.

Yoters Is Posted 
For ASC Elections 


A list of names of all known 
eligible persons to receive bal- 
lots in the upcoming annual 

committee election is 
available in the county ASCS 
office, reports Robert English, 
Chairperson of the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASC) Committee. 

ASCS, an agency of the 
U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, is responsible for farm 
program administration. On 
the local level, ASCS operates 
under a farmer-elected com- 
mittee system. This year's 
elections will be by mail ballot 
between November 23 and 
December 3. 

Anyone who meets the fol- 
lowing requirements is eligible 
to vote in these farmer com- 
mittee elections: any individ- 
ual of legal voting age with an 
interest in a farm as owner, 
tenant or sharecropper who is 
eligible to participate in any 
ASCS program. 

Several general provisions 
relate to ASC voter eligibility. 
A wife who operates a farm 
with her husband can vote if 
her name is on the deed of 
conveyance. Any person under 
18 years of age can vote if he 
or she runs a farm, and a legal 
guardian who runs a farm for a 
child can yote for the child. No 
person can be denied the right 

to vote because of race, sex, 
color, religion or national ori- 
gin. 

A person may cast a ballot 
in any county in which he or 
she is an eligible ASC voter, 
but he or she cannot vote in 
more than one community in 
the county. If an eligible voter 
has separate farm interests in 
more than one community in 
the same county, special care 
will be taken to see that only 
one ballot is issued to that 
voter.

Committee Elections 


Community boundaries 
have been set for the ASC 
community committee elections 
to be held between November 
23 and December 3, reports 
Robert English, Chairperson of 
the ASC. Coffee County has 
10 ASC communities. 

ASC communities are local 
administrative areas which 
help provide farmers with ef- 
fective farm program‘ adminis- 
tration. According fo English, 
these areas are reviewed yearly 
to determine whether ‘boundary 
changes would benefit farmers.

County ASC committee re- 
view of community boundaries 
is one of the first steps in 
administering the annual ASC 
farm committee elections.

ESTIMATES 

1 don't know what the 
losses will be on peanuts due 
to the bad weather. However, 


losses have occurred and 
perhaps severe losses in 
several cases. We will wait 


until the harvest season is over 
and then we will have an 
excellent indication of how 
much the bad weather cost 
growers. 

I feel like in Coffee County 
the growers had a record crop 
made two weeks ago. I think 
our previous county average on 
the 29,000 acres was about 
2760 pounds per acre. Two 
weeks ago | felt that our 
average would be higher than 
that. 


PROFITABLE 


Dan Presley is working 
closely with hog and cattle 
producers in the county. Quite 
a few row crop producers in 
the county plant grazing in 
Septembe: and then buy light 
stocker calves in November 
and graze them for about four 
months or longer. 

Las: year stocker grazing 
was very profitable for those 
growers who established good 
gtazing fairly early. This could 
be another profitable year even 
though cattle prices are higher 
that they were last year. 

Three factors will largely 
determine how much is made 
in this type grazing operation. 
Probably the most important 
thing is the cost of the cattle 
initially. Secondly, the quality 
of the grazing which is tied in 
with the amount of gain the 
calves put on is another factor. 
Finally, the selling price calves 
in the spring is an important 
factor in whether a profit or 
loss is made. 

But cattle producers who 
have done this understand the 
risks involved. Most years in 
Alabama if good grazing can 
be established, this is a profit- 
able winter enterprise. 


LIME 

Quite a few gardeners in 
Coffee County are sending soil 
samples in to the laboratory at 
Auburn -for tests. The labora- 
tory will send lime and 
fertilizer recommendations. 

The best way to determine 
lime needs is by a soil test. 
However, gardeners who are 
not sending a soil test this year 
may want to add 50 pounds of 
lime per 1,000 sq. ft. of 
garden space if the garden has 


not been limed in several 
years. Of course, this is a 
guess and is equivalent to 


about a ton of lime per acre. 
We think that lime is one of 

the limiting factors in 

vegetable production in the 


county. Acutally, if you are 
going to spend time, energy’ 
and money on a garden, it 
would certainly pay you to 
send a sample in and get 
precise information. We have 
supplies at our office in New 
Brockton and also at agri- 
business firms in the county. 


COOPERATIVE EXTENSION 

The Coffee County Exten- 
sion Service is a part of 
Auburn University. Auburn 
University has three main 
divisions. Instruction on 
campus takes care of the 
18,000 students. Research of 
all types is conducted at the 
main station at Auburn and at 
about a dozen substations 
throughout the state. Extension 
is the third division. We have 
the responsibility of extending 
research information from the 
University farmers, home- 
makers, 4-H Club members 
and conimunity leaders. 

‘vhe Extension program in 
Coffee County is financed from | 
county, state and _ federal 
funds. So the taxpayers in this 
county are helping to pay for 
the educational programs and 
services provided by the Exten- 
sion Department. Call us at

have not heard of any serious 
farm-related accidents so far in 
the harvesting season in Coffee 
County. However, the hunting 
season begins in a few days. If 
you have young people who 
will be hunting for the first 
time, be sure to caution them 
to treat a gun exactly as they 
would a loaded stick of 
dynamite. 


Teach your children to 


" never even think about point- 


ing a gun at anybody. Of 
course, all guns should be 
unloaded before you get in 
trucks, cars or any kind of 
building. Be sure to unload 
your gun if you are crossing a 
fence or jumping a ditch.

Robert English, chairperson 
of the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation (ASC) 
committee, reminds beef pro- 
ducers and other interested 
persons that they still have 
until October 9 to submit 
comments on the proposed 
amendments to beef referen- 
dum regulations. 

Under the Beef Research 
and Information Act, beef pro- 
ducers may vote on whether to 
authorize a national program to 
assess themselves a fixed 
amount from each cattle sale tg 
be used for research and 
promotional purposes. The 
amendments would not obli- 
gate the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to hold a referendum. 

According to English, the 
proposal provides that pro- 
ducers yote by secret ballot. 
The registration and voting 
periods would be 4 instead of 
12. The time would be 
reduced for challenging a pro- 
ducer'’s eligibility to register 
and yote, and also for the 
county ASCS executive director 
to make a determination 6n the 
challenges.

We are constantly reminded 
by our water safety personnel 
to wear a life preserver while 
riding in a boat, There are 
several type of preservers 
recommended, Some you wear 
and others are used age 
cushions. These warnings aic 
git« 1 for the safety of ali who 
participate in boating. 

Being the father of three 
sons and thiee daughters, I 
was always reminding them to 
make sure they wore their 
preservers, One day the boys, 
a friend and I left on a 
fishing trip, three in one boat 
and two in another. After 
checking all safety equipment, 
we headed up the river to our 
favorite fishing spot. We had 
made sure everyone had a 
preserver, but because of the 
hard seats we had elected to 
sit on them, Everything was 
going fine and we could hardly 
wait until we were sitting at 
our favorite spot. 

Though all was going well 
there was an unseen object 
that was to make its appear- 
ance. Sitting on the front seat, 
I suddenly saw that we were 
about to hita submerged 
stump head on. Screaming out 
to the driver was in vain 
becaust at that instant the bow 
hit the stump, causing the boat 
to make a 90 degree turn, at 
which time I was thrown about 
ten feet forward into the river. 

I found myself swimming 
for my life, without the pre- 
server for it was left in the 
boat. It made a good cushion 
but had not served the purpose 
for which it had been de- 
signed. Not that it was faulty 
but because I had used it 
wrong.

Miss Nell is a youthful-looking 
and acting 92 years ‘‘young;”’

This is a lady who speaks 
her mind - she is an interesting 
and very nice lady to know! 


Miss Nell was born Nell 
DeVan Bancroft on February 
25, 1887, in Autaugaville, Ala- 
bama, which is located in 
Autauga County, the second of 
nine children born to Walker 
and Emma Smith Bancroft. 
Mrs. Bancroft, Miss Nell’s 
mother, was born in Tuskegee, 
and due to the early deaths of 
her parents, was adopted by an 
aunt, Mrs. Ellen Smith, who 
reared her and sent her to 
Alabama Conference Female 
College in Tuskegee. This 
institution later became known 
as Huntingdon, and was moved 
to Montgomery. Miss Nell 
later attended ACFC and also 
gtaduated with a major in 
music. 


About her mother, Miss 
Nell said, ‘‘She was a good 
woman, a wonderful minister’s 
wife. She filled her place in 
his life - she made Daddy the 
man he was! She stood right 
beside him and helped him in 
his duties as a minister. Daddy 
died first and Mama continued 
serving the Lord in many ways 
after he passed on.”’ She 
seems to have been an extra- 
ordinary person, doesn’t she? 


Miss Nell’s father, his

Love beckoned to Miss Nell 
when the Bancroft family was 
residing in Brantley, where her 
father was the Methodist min- 
ister. It came in the shape of 
the town’s most eligible bach- 
elor, a man by the name of 
Mr. Robert Lee Cooper, who 
was a few years Miss Nell’s 
senior, and, who, at the time, 
was already a prosperous busi- 
nessman, having the ownership 
of a livery stable in Brantley. 
Mr. Cooper was originally from 
around Hurtsboro, and on Dec- 
ember 15, 1915, Miss Nell 
DeVan Bancroft was wed to 
Robert Lee Cooper. They 
traveled to Montgomery by 
train and spent their honey- 
moon at the old Exchange 
Hotel. 


After their marriage, the 
young couple moved to Clio, 
where Mr. Cooper entered the 
lumber business, Leaving 
Clio, they moved to Elba, 
where Mr. Cooper owned and 
operated R. L. Cooper Lumber 
Company. 


Upon their arrival in Elba, 
Mr. Cooper built his bride the 
big white two-story frame 
home on W. Buford, across 
from the Piggly Wiggly, in 
which Miss Nell still lived until 
coming to the nursing home 
September 5, 1979. 


Mr. Cooper was serving as 
mayor of Elba at the time of 
the disaster which struck Elba 
in 1929 - the Flood! 


Mr. and Mrs. Cooper had 
four children, They are: 
Robert Lee Cooper, Jr., who is 
married to the former Louise 
Johns of Opp. He is the Elba 
Postmaster, and Louise is now: 
retired, but will be remem- 
bered as the Elha City School 
superintendent’s secretary for 
many years. They have two 
children - Robert Lee Cooper 
Ill (Bobby), who makes his 
home in Mobjle and is em- 
ployed as an engineer, and is 
the father of two-year-old 
Susan; and Susan (Mrs.

“ 
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Legality Of Proposed One Cent Sales Tax Is Questioned 


Mr. Lewey Stephens, the 
former District Attorney for 
Coffee County, met with the 
Coffee County Commission on 
Monday as a ‘‘concerned, pri- 
vate citizen,’ and told the 
Commission it does not have 
the power to impose a 1-cent 
sales tax to raise funds to build 
a new jail, and if it tried to 
impose such a tax, a lawsuit 
would be filed. 

‘The failure to levy a tax is

a misdemeanor,”’ said Ste- 
phens, ‘‘and if you don’t build 
a jail, you will be in contempt 
of court. The Commission has 
to bite the bullet and levy a 
25-mil tax on property. I know 
the problem you're facing, and 
realize you have to run a 1979 
business on a 1940 budget; but 
this is the only solution to the 
problem, because the county 
does not have the power to 
impose a 1-cent sales tax for

this purpose."’ 


“I read the same book you 
did,"’ answered County Attor- 
ney Warren Rowe, ‘‘and it 
States the Commission does 
have the power to pass a sales 
tax.”’ 


“If the Commission does 
pass a sales tax,’’ said Ste- 
phens, ‘‘it will be facing ano- 
ther lawsuit the next morning. 
I think a sales tax is unfair 
because a man who earns $80 
a week has to pay the same tax 
as the man who earns $800 a 
week. But, that makes no 
difference - the Code states 
you cannot pass a sales tax for 
the purpose you have stated."’ 


“The county attorney asked 
for an attorney general’s opin- 
ion on the matter on Septem- 
ber 17,’’ said Probate Judge 
James L. Sawyer, ‘‘and we are 
waiting for a reply. We realize 
we will have to do something 
soon,”’ 


“You will either go the 
misdemeanor or contempt of 
court route,’’ added Stephens, 
“and either way, the sheriff 
will be feeding you. However, 
you will have the right to send 
out for meals if you wish!’’ 


The bi-monthly meeting 
actually began at 10:00 a.m., 


THURSDAY, OCTOBER 11, 1979 


and the first order of business 
was to open bids on 2,000 tons 
of stone for the Highway 


Department. Bids received 
were: 

Vulcan Materials - $10.64 
per ton; 


Thompson Trucking - $9.49 
per ton; 

Southeast Materials Corp. - 
$9.90 per ton; and 
Southern Stone - $10.10 per 
ton. 23 

The Commission accepted 
the low bid, 


Only one offer was recieved 
for purchasing 95 old batteries 
at the county shop, and it was 
from Robert R. Herring for $4 
apiece. The offer was accept- 
ed. 


Two bids were received on 
a new boiler at the jail, and 
they were - 

$3,189 from Tucker Electric 
Service, and 

$4,532 from ESMAC. 

The Commission voted to 
accept the low bid. 


Mr. Merrill Nail, of the 
Game and Fish Division, ad- 
dressed the Commission and 
asked it to consider mainten- 
ance on the boat ramp at 
Week's Bridge, and also asked 
the county to do work at the 
Coffee County Lake around the 
bank. The Conservation De- 


partment will contract the 
county to do the work and will 
pay for the help. County 
Engineer Leslie Mullins agreed 
to meet Mr. Nail at the lake 
and give an estimate on the 
cost of doing the work. 


Sheriff Brice Paul told the 
Commission he had been in 
contact with the National Insti- 
tute of Corrections, and that 
the organization offered to 
send a penal expert to the 
county to inspect the facilities 
and make recommendations on 
what can be done. 


**We should be able to get 
some helpful information on 
building jails,’’ said Sheriff 
Paul, ‘‘and they might even be 
able to tell us where we can 
get funding to help pay the 
costs of construction. They 
will be here on October 30 - 
November 1, and help t us solve 
some problems.’’ 


“We've got a Grand Jury 
order to do something by 
December 3,’’ said Warren 
Rowe, ‘‘and we've an order by 
Judge Gamble. We don’t need 
to bring in Federal people. It 
may be working a detriment to 
ourselves. I'd hate to see us 
get in the same shape as 
Houston County.’’ 


“Their recommendations 
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will be in excess of what we'd 
planned to do,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Bennie Beckham, ‘‘and 
I'd rather we draw up our own 
plans and then let them look 
‘em over. It might not be a 
bad idea to contact counties 
the N.LC. has worked in, and 
see if they helped them."’ 

“They would simply come 
down and talk to us,’’ said 
Sheriff Paul, ‘‘and then offer 
help. Their whole bag is 
assistance, and I think they can 
do us a service.’’ 


‘We're sitting on thin ice,’’ 
added Rowe, ‘‘and I'd hate to 
have a new witness come in 
that knows what they're talking 
about. I would rather they be 
ordered in than be invited in. 
You say they will only give us 
advice, but their advice could 
be more damaging than help- 
ful. The Federal Government 
is in a better position than we 
are, because when they need 
money, they just print it up." 


The Commission decided 
for Judge Sawyer, Bill Cathell 
(Regional Planners), John 
Wright (LEPA), Sheriff Paul 
and Warren Rowe to meet 
together and work on a solu- 
tion to the problems. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the Commission: 
***was shown signs marked 
‘‘No Dumping - Violators Will 


Be Prosecuted."’ 

*** viewed jail reports; 

***was told the county must 
pay medical fees of indigents 
up to 30 days of hospital stay 
at $200 a day; 

***concurred with a $75,000 
small business loan for Pat- 
rick’s Feeds; 

***agreed to let bids on 150 
tons of plant mix to be used on 
Courty Road 30; 

***ruled New Brockton must 
pay $52 for a City Limits sign; 
***agreed to clear 12 acres of

land at Kinston for the build- 
ing of a boat ramp; 

***oave the okay to repair a 
loader at a cost of over $6,000;

Meets Tuesday 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board held a brief meeting 
Tuesday night to review the 
business of the past month, 
approve the outstanding bills 
and adopt a budget for the 
coming year. 

Board members were told 
that 39 accounts were behind 
for a total of $1,488.04; eight 
accounts were inactive (moved, 
etc.)totaling $508.20, and 13 
meters had been pulled for 
non-payment of $1,104.12. 

The power bill for pur- 
chased power totaled 
$150,663.SS for the past 
month, and current accounts 
receivable due by the 1Sth 
were $110,580.33. Chairman 
Charles Hayes reported he 
expected enough of these ac- 
counts to be paid by the due 
date to allow the utility to pay 
its outstanding bills, currently 
higher than the cash on hand. 
Monthly bills of $5,326.14 were 
also approved by the board 
members. 

A brief discussion on the 
progress of sign-up on the 
water extension revealed a 
number of people were coming 
to city hall to make their 
deposit and were not waiting to 
be contacted. There is a 
sizeable financial savings to 
those signing up in the pre- 
construction period. 

The next meeting will be 
held the second Tuesday of 
November.
